Given Hillary Clinton’s 
many 2nd acts, voters’ 
views of her vary with age

Democratic pollster Celinda Lake has been 
asking voters how much they trust Hillary 
Rodham Clinton for more than two decades. 
So when she recently asked a group of 10 young 
people about the issue, her questions naturally 
turned to Whitewater, the Arkansas land deal 
turned White House scandal of the 1990s. 

Instead of the heated answers the topic once 
invited, the focus group responded with con- 
fused silence. 

“Is that a new type of vodka?” one person 
finally offered. 

The participant was probably kidding, Lake 
said. But the answer is exemplary of a challenge 
confronting pollsters, ad-makers and strate- 
gists on both sides who are trying to shape 
Clinton’s image during her presidential run. 
The youngest eligible voters of 2016 were tod- 
dlers when America’s most prominent political 
power couple left the White House, and what 
Americans know about Clinton is increasingly 
defined by what stage of her career she was in 
when they first tuned in. 

“For Millennials —and this is true of any co- 
hort—if they don’t remember it, it’s ancient 
history,” Lake said. 

And there are a lot of Hillary Clintons to re- 
member. A constant presence on the national 
stage since her husband first ran for president 
nearly a quarter-century ago, Clinton has gone 
through several second acts (see sidebar). 

For some who lived through the battles of 
Clinton’s first years on the national stage, the 
culture wars and personal controversies of the 
1990s are integral to understanding who she is. 

The recent controversy surrounding her 
emails offers an example. Liberal media out- 
let Mother Jones dubbed it the return of the 
“Clinton media persecution complex,” harking 
back to the days of Whitewater and the Mon- 
ica Lewinsky sex scandal. On the campaign 
trail, candidate and Republican Sen. Lindsey 
Graham of South Carolina, who voted for Bill 
Clinton’s impeachment, highlighted his flu- 
ency in “Clinton-speak” honed during the 
Lewinsky controversy. 

Young people, though, are more likely to 
know of then-White House intern Lewinsky 
as a vague childhood memory and pop-culture 
fixture—refracted through Beyonce lyrics, 
“Saturday Night Live” skits and Lewinsky’s 
Vanity Fair feature last year—rather than a

trust-shattering national scandal that originat- 
ed in the Oval Office. 

Brooke Wojdynski, 25, communications di- 
rector for Young Democrats of America, said 
the scandal seemed significant to her while it 
unfolded: Her third-grade classmates took 
pleasure in mocking her for having a last name 
that rhymed with Lewinsky. 

“T don’t think we understood what was hap- 
pening,” she said. 

Republicans also realize the need to frame 
Clinton in ways young voters can connect to 
their own experiences. 

“The whole thing of scandal is much harder 
to pin on her with first- and second-time vot- 
ers,” said Frank Luntz, a GOP strategist who 
helped counsel House Republicans through 
their battles with the Clintons in the 1990s. 
“The ’90s are as irrelevant to 20-somethings 
as the 1950s are to 50-somethings. If you didn’t 
see it and you didn’t hear it and you didn’t live 
it, it doesn’t matter.” 

To some young voters, even Clinton’s mar- 
riage seems irrelevant to how they think of her, 
which is mostly as a presidential candidate or 
secretary of state. 

“Most of her career that I followed has been 
when she was operating by herself and he’s 
been kind of a background piece,” said Marilis 
Dugas, a 21-year-old student at Clinton’s alma 
mater, Wellesley College. 


Strategically, the first generation of post- 
Lewinsky voters offers both opportunities and 
challenges for Clinton. Her campaign pointed 
to the plan to make higher education more af- 
fordable that she released last week as a key 
part of their strategy for targeting younger vot- 
ers. Clinton told reporters she would make the 
plan the centerpiece of her campaign. 

Opponents are already looking to mobilize 
generational gaps in how voters see Clinton. 
Republican Sen. Marco Rubio of Florida labels 
her the candidate of “yesterday” and called her 
college affordability proposal “outdated” while 
noting he had more than $100,000 in student 
loans himself just four years ago. 

Supporters, meanwhile, hope she can capi- 
talize on the above-the-fray image she cultivat- 
ed ahead of her current run for office, perhaps 
best encapsulated by a now-famous image of 
her staring into her BlackBerry, expression ob- 
scured by large sunglasses, that bloomed into 
the “Texts from Hillary” meme. 

“Everybody kind of looked at her as get- 
ting stuff done and she had transformed her 
image,” said Stacy Lambe, the 30-year-old co- 
creator of the meme. “We were riding on this 
cool factor. We only see her in this new era, so 
I think any preconceived notions that might 
have come out of her being first lady don’t re- 
ally apply to us.”

Not news: others’ bodies

Oh, sorry— since we're

Schroering Glamour ran a story 
Tacreruicen com with this headline:

opens up about her 
decision to have breast reduction surgery.” The 
headline alone is more than I wanted to know 
about a 17-year-old’s breasts. The headline is 
also a prime example of the type of articles that 
perpetuate two problems I often question: 
1) Why are we writing about this? and 2) Why 
are we reading this? 

There’s a cyclical issue here. Journalists 
are giving clickbait news a platform. Worse: 
Readers actually click it. A L.A. Times sum- 
mary of the Glamour story that we posted 
on RedEye’s site Thursday was one of the 
most-read stories all day. 

The first few questions of the interview 
touched on Winter’s outward appearance on 
red carpets and how other people felt about 
her. She said she received a lot of ridicule as a 
17-year-old with F-cups (the journalist didn’t 
even ask her about the health aspect of the 
surgery until five questions in). 

Regarding her clothing choices on the red 
carpet, she said she had trouble finding age-

appropriate clothes. Personally, I get that. It’s 
tough, when you’re a curvy teenage girl, to find 
clothes you feel good in that both hide your 
boobs and don’t make you feel like Frumpy 
Fran. But this was hard to read: “It’s not like 

I wanted to pick out those inappropriate 
dresses, it’s just that I didn’t really have another 
choice, or I was going to get ridiculed.”

think about thigh gaps” (Buzzfeed). 

None of this is news, but we’re clicking away. 

Sure, Winter agreed to do the interview. 
And way down in the Q-and-A, she said 
she hoped to connect with other teenagers. 
That is, after all, what she is. This kid has 
had a pretty incredible career so far, being an 
emancipated 17-year-old on one of the most 
critically acclaimed sitcoms on television. 
That, somehow, isn’t what’s making as many 
headlines, because boobs. 

And Winter knows that, saying, “Even at 
14, people would ask me, ‘Do you have fake 
boobs?’ But we live in a society that that’s what 
they think about.” Glamour included.

Quick hands, quick wit 


For the second 
time in three years, 
Armie Hammer stars 
in the big-screen 
version of a TV show 
whose fans comprise 
approximately zero 
percent of the movie's target audience. Yet 
for the first time since “The Social Network,” 
the actor has made a smart career decision, 
and “The Man From U.N.C.L.E.,” based on 
the ’60s series about which you need to know 
nothing to enjoy the film, is hardly another 
debacle of “The Lone Ranger” proportions. 
Actually, it’s not a debacle at all. 

Hammer plays Illya Kuryakin, a Russian 
operative who opens the movie hot on the tail 
of Napoleon Solo (Henry “Superman” Cavill), 
acrafty thief-turned-CIA agent attempting 
to connect and escape with West German 
mechanic Gaby Teller (Alicia Vikander of “Ex 
Machina”). Soon the trio unexpectedly have 
become partners as they attempt to retrieve 
not only Gaby’s father from the clutches of a 
criminal organization but also the research that 
could help any nation with its possession build 


nuclear weapons and pretty much dominate 
the planet. The standard espionage plot. 
“U.N.C.L.E.” doesn’t have many peaks or 
valleys— it’s just steady, pleasant and good 
the whole way. Cavill, a Brit playing an almost 
cartoonishly suave, fashionable American, and 
Hammer, an American doing an “Eet doesn’t 
haf to motch” Russian accent, pair nicely as 
allies who don’t like/may have to kill each 
other, and Vikander continues her streak of 
effortless, star-making turns. Pop in Elizabeth 
Debicki (‘The Great Gatsby”) as powerful 
Italian Victoria Vinciguerra, and this cast 
makes a strong case as the summer’s prettiest. 
It’s not all empty pizazz, though, a 
surprise considering Guy Ritchie (‘Sherlock 
Holmes”) directed and co-wrote the script. He 
minimizes the stylistic trickery so that when 
he resorts to breaking up the screen into little 
moving boxes during a late action sequence, 
it effectively moves the story along instead of 
seeming like a filmmaker constantly overdoing 
it. Sure, the movie’s a bit too long and the 
laughs are small. But they’re regular. Also, the 
driving’s nifty and the innuendos earn just the 
right old-fashioned smirk. Snappy stuff.

than ‘The Diary of a Teenage Girl 


As cute of a tech- 
nique as it may be, 
alittle like some 
kind of adolescent 
female “American 
Splendor,” a movie 
about a 15-year-old 
girl’s awkward lunge 
toward a sense of self doesn’t need animated 
hearts and flowers popping on the screen 
to feel animated. It’s a distraction, really, a 
redundant gimmick not excused by the char- 
acter’s desire to be a cartoonist, attempting 
to bring additional visual levels to the feelings 
upon feelings that are plenty clear from the 
face and voiceover of Minnie (promising 
newcomer Bel Powley), which is actually di- 
ary entries to herself in a tape recorder. Like 
“Felicity,” if no one was ever going to receive 
the recordings. 

Also distracting is the not especially 
original and plenty creepy contextualizing of 
a story of sexual awakening in the relation- 
ship between a teenager and a much older 


man. That’s Minnie’s mom’s 30-something 
boyfriend Monroe (Alexander Skarsgard), 
who knows he really, really, really, really 
shouldn't be sleeping with a 15-year-old but 
does it anyway. It feels extremely icky and 
never properly examined, and I never say 
“icky” but I don’t know what word could be 
more appropriate. 

Based on Phoebe Gloeckner’s semi-auto- 
biographical novel, “TDOATG?” does have a 
personal feel to it, and yet: Hinging the sto- 
ry—which co-stars Kristen Wiig as Minnie’s 
mom and Christopher Meloni, not far from 
his role in the somewhat-similar “White Bird 
in a Blizzard,” as Minnie’s stepdad—on this 
statutory rape relationship (I don’t know if 
the law was different in 1976, but that’s not 
the point) leads the focus astray. It seems like 
overcompensating for a story that sags, not 
eventful or emotionally alive enough to get 
from beginning to end. 

Whether or not you ever spent time as a 
teenage girl (spoiler alert: I didn’t), writer/di- 
rector Marielle Heller gives this San Francis- 


co-set coming-of-age story some good, clear 
moments of teenage loneliness and insecuri- 
ty, emotional explosions frequently enhanced 
by experimentation involving varying levels 
of intoxication. And Powley’s great. “I want 
a body pressed up next to me so that I know 
I’m really here,” Minnie diaries, a sentence 
only a struggling teenager can say without 
vomiting. But sometimes a performance is 
so good it leads people to think a movie is 
better than it is. The recent French drama 


“Young & Beautiful” —I know it sounds 
snooty to refer to a French drama, but just go 
with me here—did a better job of handling 
teenage female sexuality as a commodity, 
and the repetitive “TDOATG,” which isn’t 
as revealing as it thinks it is, doesn’t earn 

the stability it lands on. Minnie wants to be 
seen, touched, loved, but there’s a difference 
between a movie succeeding in successfully 
identifying one feeling and exploring it ef- 
fectively for 100 minutes.
